Five hundred students from 
around Québec occupied the 
Radio Québec building in Mon- 
tréal last night demanding 
negotiations with the PQ 
Education Minister, Yves 
Berubé. 

Students entered the building 
and chained exits shut at ap- 
proximately 17h00. The oc- 
cupiers left only when a few 
students were violently 
pressured by the police. Most 
demonstrators left calmly 
although several were carried 
out the doors and thrown onto 
the pavement by MUC police 

The occupation, organised by 
1' Association Nationale des 
Etudiants(es) (ANEQ) fooled 
police, who expected only a 
demonstration of a small 
number of people. In the after- 
noon, students marched to the 
Ministry of Education building 
where they were protesting. At 
one point, all the demonstrators 
moved down the street to the 

! 



Radio Québec building and 
burst through the doors into the 
building, startling security 
guards. Radio Québec is owned 
• by the Provincial Government. 

Yves Berubé refused to meet 
with the occupiers. 

The occupiers were protesting 
the PQ government's plans to 
reform CEGEP education, 
change the loans and bursaries 
system, drastically reduce fun- 
ding to universities, initiate out- 
of-province differential fees, 
and increase foreign student 
fees. 

Organisers of the occupation 
were surprised by the turnout. 
"We knew a lot of people were 
coming, but we didn't expect 
that many to occupy," said 
Peter Wheeland, ANEQ 
Secretary General. 

Students came from Québec 
City, Trois Rivieres, St Jerome, 
Victoriaville, and Montréal. 

ANEQ is planning an Inter- 
national Student Day, next Fri- 
day, a day long forum to discuss 
international and out-of- 
province fees. Student arc being 
encouraged to boycott classes. 

The McGill Student Commit- 
tee Against the Fee Hike is hav- 
ing an open meeting today at 
12h00 in room 310 of the Union 
Buildmg to plan strategy for ac- 
tion against the increases.

Capitalism, at this time, is in 
the final throes of its final great 
crisis. The students have been 
opiated by the ideological forces 
of the oppressors. Deep within 
their collective consciousnesses, 
the students despair. Some revi- 
sionists suggest we organise the 
students around . specific 
demands (populism): this 
liberalism must be combatted 
(Stalinist anlaysis). True marxist 
analysis calls for utilisation of 
the latent class consciousness of 
the intelligentsia (insipid post- 
marxism). 

McGill students are 
characterised primarily by their 
avid taste for fashion. They 
consume endlessly (Marcuse) 
the irrational products of the 
capitalist system — heavy stud- 
ded belts and stage make-up.

The present importance laid 
by Canadian youth on the rebel 
look can be succesfully tapped 
to tear the sinews of militaristic 
capitalism. 

Immediately, the student 
organisations must begin im- 
porting military uniforms from 
Colombia, El Salvador, and 
Guatemala. They must commit 
themselves fully to this duty, 
religiously calling the despots in 
these countries, demanding over 
and over to buy their uniforms. 

The uniforms will sell well, 
the fashion and profit potential 
of such an exotic good (confus- 
ed Marx) as an El Salvadorean 
beret is fully realized under the 
illogical capitalist system. 

The natural capitalist sen- 
timents, inculcated by the need 
within the capitalist class to 
back-stabbingly compete 
amongst themselves (correct 
Marx), will lead Canadian 
capitalists to seize on this op- 
portunity to realise great profits
